Dr.  Bernard  Dolansky, 
Chairman  of  the  Vaad’s  Coun- 
cil on  Aging,  has  announced 
that  his  committee  has  recently 
launched  a major  demographic 
project  in  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
community:  the  construction  of 
a complete  list  of  Jewish 
residents  who  are  55  years  of 
age  or  over. 

The  purpose  of  compiling 
this  list  is  to  create  a practical 
and  realistic  base  for  present 
and  future  services  for  our 
older  citizens.  These  include 
housing  facilities,  recreational 
and  leisure  activities,  adult  pro- 
grams, and  other  areas  in  which 
the  quality  of  life  and  general 
well-being  of  our  Jewish  seniors 
might  be  enhanced. 

Dr.  Dolansky  stressed  that 
proper  demographic  informa-

tion  would  lead  to  improved 
and  more  efficient  communica- 
tion and  planning  of  services 
for  this  important  and  growing 
segment  of  our  community. 

In  constructing  an  accurate 
and  comprehensive  list  that 
would  help  to  determine  the 
size  and  scope  of  our  senior 
adult  community,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  contact  about 
1,500  people  by  telephone 
within  the  next  two  weeks.  To 
accomplish  this.  fifty 
volunteers  are  required  who  are 
willing  to  devote  from  four  to 
six  hours  to  the  project.  A 
number  of  members  of  the  50  + 
and  A.L.L.  clubs  have  already 
offered  their  services.  Anyone 
wishing  to  help  by  making  some 
telephone  calls  is  asked  to  call 
Freda  Frankel  at  232-7306 
(mornings)  or  238-8673  (after- 
noons and  evenings). 

Dr.  Dolansky  expressed  his 
confidence  that  the  communi- 
ty at  large  will  lend  their 
assistance  and  co-operation  to 
this  important  phase  of  the 
work  of  the  Council  on  Aging. 


In  1985  Ottawa  will  host  a 
unique  event  in  Canadian 
Jewish  history.  The  Canadian 
Gathering  of  Jewish  Holocaust 
Survivors  and  Their  Children 
will  take  place  here  from  April 
28  to  30.  The  Gathering  will 
bring  together  Canadian  Jews 
and  non-Jews,  survivors  and 
their  children,  righteous  Gen- 
tiles, and  liberators. 

The  objectives  of  the  Gather- 
ing are: 

• to  gather  Holocaust  survivors 
on  the  occasion  of  the  40th  an- 
niversary of  their  liberation; 

• to  commemorate  the  six 
million  Jews  who  perished  in 
the  Holocaust; 

• to  recognize  the  contribution 
of  the  Canadian  armed  forces 
in  their  struggle  against  our 
common  enemy; 

• to  show  appreciation  to 
Canada  for  the  opportunity  to 
build  a new  life  out  of  ashes 
and  despair; 

• to  raise  the  consciousness  of 
the  Canadian  people  to  the  con- 
sequences of  racism  and 
discrimination  and  to  ensure 
that  the  lesson  of  the  Holocaust 
is  not  forgotten  or  perverted; 

• to  honour  the  Righteous  Gen- 
tiles who  chose  to  save  the  lives 
of  innocents  in  the  face  of  rag- 
ing inhumanity,  without  regard 
to  personal  perils;  and, 

• to  express  our  solidarity  with 
the  Jewish  people  throughout 
the  world  and  the  State  of 
Israel,  and  our  commitment  to 


the  fundamental  principles  of  democracy. 


slave  camps,  ghettos,  occupied 
cities  and  countries,  and  those 
who  survived  in  hiding  or  with 
false  identity  papers;  there  are 
those  who  survived  in  the 
woods  fighting  with  partisans 
and  guerillas;  others  who  had 
the  opportunity,  valiantly  join- 
ed their  countrymen  in  fighting 
the  German  Nazis;  still  others 
survived  the  war  years  by  en- 
during hardships  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  elsewhere;  there 
were  also  pre-war  refugees  who 
fled  to  safe  havens. 

The  Nazi  objective  was  to 
murder  every  Jewish  man, 
woman,  and  child,  and  the 
complete  physical  eradication 
of  Jewish  culture.  The  Final 
Solution  was  meant  to  destroy 
all  World  Jewry,  not  only  the 
one-third  it  succeeded  in 
destroying.  Thus,  all  Jews  are 
survivors  — stome  stood  closer 
to  the  barbaric  implementations 
of  the  Final  Solution  than 
others. 

One  theme  of  the  Gathering 
is  “From  Awareness  to  Ac- 
tion”. Professor  Irwin  Cotier, 
past-president  of  the  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress  has  put  it  this 
way: 

“We  must  remember,  as 
history  has  taught  us  so  well, 
that  while  it  may  begin  with 
Jews,  it  does  not  end  with  Jews; 
that  a world  which  is  not  safe 
for  democracy  is  not  safe  for 
Jews;  that  a world  which  is  not 
safe  for  Jews  is  not  safe  for 


act.  For  at  a time  when  Neo- 
Nazism  and  racism  are  rearing 
their  ugly  head;  when  “stealing 
the  Holocaust”  becomes  an  in- 
tellectual idiom;  when  there  are 
those  who  accuse  “Zionists”  of 
having  collaborated  with  the 
Nazis  to  bring  about  the 
Holocaust  — a new  form  of 
group  libel  — while  others  deny 
even  that  the  Holocaust  ever 


occurred;  when  formal  ‘legal’ 
indictments  are  being  brought 
against  oppressed  Jews  not  for 
what  they  do  but  who  they  are 
— Jews;  when  assaults  on 
human  rights  take  place  in  a 
deafening  silence  — we  must 
act."

Ethiopian  Update 

The  Vaad  Executive  was  privileged  to  hear  an  in-depth  report 
by  Alan  Rose  of  the  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  on  his  recent  mis- 
sion to  Ethiopia.  His  general  views  have  been  carried  in  the  Cana- 
dian Jewish  News.  He  did  stress  for  us  the  central  importance 
of  Israel’s  absorption  program.  That  program  requires  major 
assistance  from  Jewish  communities  outside  Israel.  To  that  end, 
I have  asked  our  U.J.A.  people  to  assign  a special  account  for 
persons  who,  in  addition  to  their  regular  U.J.A.  commitments, 
wish  to  contribute  to  that  assistance  program.  Those  funds  will 
be  transmitted  directly  to  the  Ethiopian  absorption  program  in 
Israel. 

Many  Jews  have  asked  me  if  they  should  be  supporting  the 
general  famine  relief  efforts.  This  is  an  important  issue,  because 
despite  their  difficult  circumstances,  most  Ethiopian  Jews  do  not 
reside  in  the  worst-hit  regions  of  the  country. 

The  position  of  Canadian  Jewish  leadership,  and  one  which  I 
wholeheartedly  endorse,  is  that  as  Jews  concerned  with  Tzedaka 
and  with  every  human  life,  we  should  assist  in  whatever  way  possi- 
ble to  relieve  this  terrible  tragedy.  The  Council  of  Jewish  Federa- 
tions has  already  granted  substantial  communal  fundings  to  just 
such  efforts.  Everyone  is  encouraged  to  make  additional  private 
donations.  This  will,  in  no  way,  detract  from  our  other  very 
serious  concern  with  Ethiopian  Jews. 

Canada-Israel  Annual  Dinner 

One  of  the  more  important  and  informative  events  on  our  com- 
munity calendar  is  the  Annual  Conference  and  Parliamentary  Din- 
ner of  the  Canada-Israel  Committee. 

This  year  the  Conference  and  Dinner  will  be  held  at  the  Skyline 
Hotel  on  March  12  and  13.  Please  note  these  dates  in  your 
calendar  as  the  arrival  of  many  new  M.P.’s  in  town  makes  this 
an  unusually  important  event. 

Young  Leadership 

I had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  “graduation”  of  the  Young 
Leadership  Group  several  weeks  ago.  Some  20  young  men  and 
women  have  met  over  the  past  year,  inquiring  into  the  organiza- 
tion of  our  community  and  the  issues  that  face  it.  They  have  been 
briefed  by  professionals  and  by  lay  leaders  and  have  sat  in  on 
meetings  of  key  organizations. 

I was  fascinated  to  learn  of  their  experiences  and  to  hear  such 
refreshing  and  frank  views.  They  have  already  made  a commit- 
ment to  the  community  by  their  participation  in  this  very  impor- 
tant program.  Now  they  will  be  joining  our  boards  and  agencies 
and  will  be  making  a tangible  contribution  to  them. 

I would  like  to  thank  Steve  Greenberg  who  did  a superb  job 
of  chairing  this  group  and  Jerry  Solomon  who  managed  to  create 
an  air  of  excitement  and  concern  among  a group  that  is  all  too 
often  written  off  as  being  self-centred  and  uninvolved.  What  I 
saw  and  heard  convinces  me  that  if  we  make  the  effort,  there  is 
limitless  talent  in  our  midst  waiting  to  be  drawn  upon. 


The  Truth  Hurts 


The  Officers  and  Directors  of 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
Foundation  welcome  the 
establishment  of  the  Hugo  and 
Ruth  Davis  Levendel  Endow- 
ment Fund  by  Hugo  Levendel. 

Hugo  Levendel  arrived  in  Ot- 
tawa from  Roumania  in  1929. 
The  following  year,  he  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Jewish 
Young  People’s  Association 
and  was  president  throughout 
its  existence.  This  group  provid- 
ed a forum  for  self-expression 
and  social  contact  for  over  one 
hundred  newcomers  during 
weekly  meetings  in  the  old 
Talmud  Torah  Building. 

In  the  early  30’s,  the  more 
active  members  formed  a 
branch  of  the  Poale  Zion 
Organization.  Mr.  Levendel 
was  general  secretary  and  chair- 
man for  several  terms  and 
played  a leading  part  in  the  suc- 
cessive Chalutzim  Club, 
Histadrut  Campaign  and  final- 
ly the  Histradrut  League. 

He  took  an  active  part  in  the 
adult  education  of  the  Folk 
Shule  in  the  30’s  and  the 
Hazamir  Choral  and  Drama 
Group.  He  was  cultural  chair- 
man of  the  Israeli  Forum  and 
chairman  for  three  years  of  the 
Youth  Campaign  of  the  United 
Palestine  Appeal  initiated  by 
Lillian  Freiman.  An  active 
Zionist  all  his  life,  he  has  been 
heavily  involved  in  Zionist  ac- 
tivities in  the  community,  in- 
cluding his  attendance  as  a 
delegate  to  numerous  Canadian 
Zionist  Conventions. 

He  also  served  as  JewishJMa- 
tional  Fund  Council  chairman 
from  1968-70  and  has  been  a 
member  of  that  Council  since 
its  formation.  He  was  the  guest 
of  honour  at  the  J.N.F.  Negev 
dinner  in  1974  and  a tract  of 
land  in  Israel  has  been  reclaim- 
ed in  his  name. 

Mr.  Levendel  is  also  the  cur- 
rent chairman  of  the  Histradut 
League.  In  the  cultural  arena, 
he  was  involved  in  promoting 
Yiddish  theatrical  perfor- 
mances, and  for  several  years 
collaborated  with  the  Vaad 
Ha’Ir  in  the  Commemoration

of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  Upris- 
ing. He  is  a past  chairman  of 
the  Vaad’s  Holocaust  Commit- 
tee, and  is  now  president  of  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Historical  Socie- 
ty where  he  has  been  a leading 
force  in  the  preservation  of  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community’s 
past.  He  has  also  been  active  in 
refugee  work  and  in  1956  took 
part  in  the  reception  and  re- 
settlement of  Hungarian  Jewish 
refugees. 

As  a photographer,  he  work- 
ed with  the  world-renowned  ar- 
tist Yousuf  Karsh.  He  was  then 
operating  his  own  studio  before 
entering  government  service  as 
a translator.  During  Mr. 
Levendel’s  photographic 
career,  he  made  a hobby  of 
photographing  many  Ottawa 
Jewish  merchant’s  store-fronts, 
particularly  in  the  Byward 
Market.  This  priceless  collec- 
tion is  now  in  the  National 
Archives. 

In  1936  he  married  Ruth, 
daughter  of  Louis  and  Ida 
Davis.  Their  marriage  wds 
blessed  with  a son  Lewis  David, 
and  a daughter  Margaret  Ann, 
and  two  grandchildren. 

Ruth  Davis  Levendel  had 
been  one  of  the  War  Orphans 
from  Ukraine  brought  to 
Canada  through  the  efforts  of 
Lillian  Freiman  and  the  Jewish 


War  Orphans  Committee  of 
Canada.  At  a dinner  honoring 
A.J.  and  Lillian  Freiman  on 
their  silver  wedding  anniver- 
sary, Ruth  and  another  girl, 
both  16,  paid  tribute  to  Mrs. 
Freiman  on  behalf  of  all  the  or- 
phans she  had  rescued.  Hugo, 
a young  man,  in  Ottawa  a mere 
13  days  from  Hungary,  waited 
patiently  in  the  corridor  of  the 
hotel  for  a glimpse  of  his  hero, 
Chaim  Weizmann,  the  guest 
speaker.  He  was  struck  by  the 
attractive  young  woman 
presenting  a cup  to  Mrs. 
Freiman.  Several  years  later, 
Ruth  became  Hugo  Levendel’s 
wife. 

Ruth  Davis  was  a charming, 
sensitive  woman,  concerned 
with  all  Jewish  causes,  especial- 
ly Zionist  activities. 

One  of  the  founders  of  the 
Pioneer  Women’s  Organization 
in  Ottawa,  she  was  its  first 
secretary  for  a number  of  years. 
Sadly,  Ruth  became  ill  and 
passed  away  in  1962. 

The  Hugo  and  Ruth  Davis 
Levendel  Endowment  Fund  will 
be  open  ended  and  family  and 
friends  may  add  to  it  at  any 
time.  The  capital  will  be  in- 
vested in  perpetuity  and  the  in- 
come will  be  distributed  each 
year  to  worthy  causes  in  our 
community  that  are  dear  to  Mr. 
Levendel.

Contemporary  Marriage 

By  Rabbi  Sanford  Marcus 

Temple  Israel 

We  live  in  a time  when  everything  must  be  both  visible 
and  accessible.  The  barn  doors  stand  wide  open.  Products 
are  sold  by  appealing  to  sex.  Society  is  permeated  by  the 
erotic.  As  a result,  when  we  speak  of  love,  more  often 
than  not  the  dimension  of  sex  gets  the  preponderant  focus 
rather  than  all  the  other  components  that  go  into  love 
— like  understanding,  compassion,  unselfishness  and 
sharing.  As  a result  we  are  slow  to  discover  in  marriage 
the  depth  of  relationship  that  can  be  achieved  in  truly 
getting  to  know  another  human  being.  Instead  we  strive 
for  what  we  perceive  by  the  senses. 

To  reinforce  the  contemporary  superficiality,  there  are 
profuse  books,  articles,  movies  and  TV  shows  that  but- 
tress the  idea  that  sex  can  get  along  well  without  mar- 
riage. Young  people  sometimes  ask,  so  what  is  there 
about  marriage  that’s  so  unique? 

Marriage  can  indeed  become  only  a temporary  arrange- 
ment that  is  satisfying  merely  as  long  as  it  is  exciting.  It 
has  to  remain  a peak  experience  — all  the  time,  for  this 
criterion  is  not  kedushah  (sanctity)  but  excitement;  not 
commitment  but  trial  and  error.  Such  a marriage  becomes 
only  a temporary  arrangement  that  lasts  until  something 
better  comes  by. 

True  marriage  should  aim  to  last  — beyond  the  pas- 
sion of  youth  — all  the  way  through  the  years  when 
physical  intensity  naturally  diminishes. 

Marriage  should  be  strong  enough  to  withstand  times 
of  disagreement  and  argument  — knowing  that  these 
times  will  pass  and  that  the  couple  will  readjust  their  rela- 
tionship in  a unique  and  different  direction. 

In  a time  when  the  roles  of  men  and  women  are  chang- 
ing, the  pressures  on  marriage  are  multiplying.  Perhaps 
we  even  expect  too  much.  Mobility  and  rapid  communica- 
tion can  force  a couple  into  hasty  decisions,  often  without 
sufficient  time  to  communicate.  The  family  has  to  en- 
dure enormous  pressures  that  encourage  divisiveness  and 
separation.  But  if  we  let  the  family  as  we  know  it  break 
down,  I am  afraid  that  we  shall  lose  one  of  the  greatest 
opportunities  for  closeness  and  nurturance  — not  to 
speak  of  an  environment  of  trust  and  constancy  for  rear- 
ing children  — an  opportunity  that  goes  far  beyond  what 
we  can  achieve  as  individuals. 

Judaism  has  long  been  realistic  about  marital 
breakdown.  Not  all  marriages  work  out.  No  religious 
obstacles  were  put  in  the  way  of  divorce.  But  marriage 
has  always  been  regarded  by  the  Jewish  people  as  a 
serious  responsibility,  designed  to  last  a lifetime. 

So  what  about  the  family  in  our  future?  There  are  in- 
finitely more  divisive  pressures  around  today.  Yet  when 
we  speak  of  the  perils  and  frustrations  that  are  inevitable 
in  every  marriage  we  also  need  to  remember  that  through 
such  frustrations  and  tensions  we  grow  and  become  bet- 
ter, more  adjusted,  and  more  flexible.  I am  convinced 
of  the  wisdom  of  the  Torah’s  statement:  “It  is  not  good 
that  man  should  be  alone.’’  When  faced  by  challenge  and 
difference  of  opinion,  I only  pray  that  young  people  to- 
day decide  to  give  the  relationship  every  chance.  Mar- 
riage demands  determination,  maturity,  patience,  sen- 
sitivity, a sense  of  humor,  a bit  of  wisdom,  and  a little 
help  from  the  Ribono  shel  Olam,  too.

SLIM  PICKINS 

So  you  ate  too  much  over  the  holidays.  You  couldn’t  refuse 
that  10th  latke.  That  cheesecake  on  Saturday  night  was  just  too 
luscious  to  resist.  And  New  Year’s  Eve  was  the  piece  de  resistance 
— one  continuous  fress. 

Let  me  guess.  Your  first  New  Year’s  resolution  is  to  lose  ten 
pounds... but  does  the  whole  family  have  to  suffer  because  you’re 
on  a diet? 

Here  are  some  tasty  recipes  that  both  dieter  and  non-dieter  can 
enjoy. 

1 have  had  several  requests  from  readers  for  specific  themes, 
and  I am  pleased  to  oblige.  Future  columns  will  deal  with 
vegetarian  diets,  diabetic  menus  and  low  cholesterol  intake.  I ap- 
preciate the  feed-back  and  look  forward  to  hearing  your  com- 
ments and  suggestions. 

Lemon  Chicken 

Serves  4.  179  calories  per  serving 

4 skinless  chicken  breast  halves  1 tsp.  chicken  boullion  powder 
salt,  pepper  and  paprika  1/4  cup  lemon  juice 

3/4  cup  water  2 tsp.  flour 

1/4  cup  white  wine  1 lemon  sliced  thinly 

Preheat  oven  to  375.  Spray  a non-stick  frypan  with  non-stick 
release  agent.  Season  chicken  to  taste  with  salt,  pepper  and 
paprika.  Heat  frypan  and  saute  chicken  until  brown,  about  10 
minutes  (add  1/4  cup  water  near  the  end  to  loosen  chicken  from 
pan.)  Remove  chicken  to  shallow  baking  pan.  To  the  pan  juices 
in  frypan,  add  the  white  wine,  1/2  cup  water  and  chicken  boullion. 
Heat.  Mix  the  lemon  juice  and  flour  in  a cup.  Pour  into  the  frypan 
and  stir  till  sauce  is  thickened.  Pour  sauce  over  chicken  and  top 
with  lemon  slices.  Bake  at  375  for  20  minutes. 

Linguine  with  broccoli 

Serves  8.  151  calories  per  serving.  Good  side  dish  or  main  course. 
1 bunch  fresh  broccoli 

1 small  onion  sliced  thin 

2 T.  olive  oil 
8 oz.  linguine 

Slice  broccoli  into  1 inch  pieces.  Boil  or  steam  for  5 minutes 
and  then  drain.  Heat  oil  in  frypan  and  saute  onions  till  soft.  Add 
broccoli  to  onions  and  saute  till  broccoli  begins  turn  brown.  Boil 
noodles  in  salted  water.  Drain  noodles  and  toss  in  frypan  with 
broccoli  and  onions  just  long  enough  to  coat  the  noodles  with 
oil  from  the  pan.  Serve  immediately. 

Brownies 

Makes  20.  74  calories  each.  93  calories  with  nuts. 

1 square  unsweetened  chocolate  2 eggs 

1/3  cup  margarine  1/3  cup  sugar 

2/3  cup  flour  sugar  substitute  to  equal  1/2  cup  sugar 

1/2  tsp.  baking  powder  I tsP-  vanilla 

1/4  tsp.  salt 

Preheat  oven  to  350  degrees.  Spray  an  8 x 8 pan  with  non-stick 
release  agent.  Place  chocolate  and  margarine  in  bowl  or  pot  and 
melt.  Set  aside.  Mix  flour  with  baking  powder  and  salt  and  set 
aside. 

Beat  eggs  well.  Stir  in  sugar  and  sugar  substitute.  Add  chocolate 
mixture  and  vanilla.  Stir  in  flour  mixture.  Nuts  may  be  added 
here  as  well  if  wished.  Pour  into  prepared  pan.  Bake  for  20 
minutes.  Cool  in  pan.

Argentine  package  grisly  proof 
undemocratic  elements  prevail 


A package  of  human  bones 
shipped  through  the  mail  in 
Argentina  provide  grisly 
evidence  that  unrepentant 
undemocratic  elements  there 
continue  functioning,  accor- 
ding to  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B’rith. 

Rabbi  Morton  M.  Rosenthal, 
director  of  ADL’s  Latin 
American  Affairs  Department, 
reported  that  such  “a  ghoulish 
parcel”  was  recently  delivered 
to  the  parents  of  Patricia 
Uchansky  Rubinstein,  a young 
Jewish  woman  who  disap- 
peared in  1977,  with  an  enclos- 
ed note  claiming  that  they  were 
her  remains. 

Shocked,  the  parents  took 
the  package’s  contents  — a 
skull,  a jawbone,  a femur  and 
three  ribs  — to  a laboratory  to 
determine  their  origin.  The 
analysis  revealed  that  they  were 
male  bones  and  therefore  could 
not  have  been  Patricia’s 
skeleton. 

Ms.  Rubinstein’s  mother, 
Beatriz  Serebrinsky,  president 
of  the  Mar  del  Plata  office  of 
the  Mothers  of  the  Plaza  de 
Mayo,  a group  of  parents 
whose  children  were  “disap- 
peared” during  the  period  of 
military  rule,  said  after  the  in- 
cident, “We  will  not  give  up 
our  fight  even  if  they  throw 
bones  in  our  faces.” 

Describing  the  macabre  mail- 
ing as  “a  horrendous  act,”  Ar- 
mando Fertitta,  who  was  head 
of  the  Mar  del  Plata  branch  of 
the  now  dismantled  presidential 


Commission  on  the  Disap- 
pearance of  Individuals  (CON- 
ADEP),  charged  that  it  was 
done  by  “neo-facist  groups 
who  are  trying  to  bring  about 
another  coup.” 

That  there  was  some  truth  to 
his  accusation  was  indicated 
when  a group  known  as  “Con- 
dor 33”  claimed  responsibility 
for  the  parcel. 

Rabbi  Rosenthal  said  that  the 
incident  seems  to  be  part  of  a 
widespread  campaign  of 
harassment  which  also  includes 
anonymous  phone  calls  to 
relatives  of  the  disappeared 
which  purportedly  give  details 
of  their  fate.

There  have  since  been  other 
voices  raised  in  the  party  for  a 
frank  discussion  of  its 
ideologically  nationalistic 
tendencies  and  of  its  organiza- 
tional structures  which  bear  on 
unpleasant  kinship  to  those  of 
the  Nazis. 

Hostility  Toward  Jews 

The  first  evidence  of  a hostile 
attitude  toward  Jews  emerged 
in  1981  when  some  branches  of 
the  party  circulated  a calendar 
containing  anti-Semitic  pro- 
paganda. When  the  Jewish 
Telegraphic  Agency  questioned 
this  at  the  time,  party  officials 
initially  tried  to  brush  it  aside. 

But  when  evidence  of  the 
anti-Semitic  nature  of  the  calen- 
dar was  produced,  the  same  of- 
ficials repudiated  the  behavior 
of  the  branches  concerned. 
They  maintained  they  could  not 
be  held  responible  for  every  in- 
cident that  occurred  in  the  par- 
ty which  was  then  new  and 
growing  at  a rapid  pace. 

During  the  war  in  Lebanon 
in  1982,  the  Greens  issued  a 
strong  anli-Jewish  statement. 
They  urged  the  Bonn  govern- 
ment to  withdraw  reparations 
money  from  Jewish  Holocaust 
victims  and  make  it  available 
instead  to  the  Palestinian  and 
Lebanese  victims  of  what  they 
called  a Jewish-made 
“holocaust.” 

Nazi  Records 

After  their  election  to  the 
Bundestag  for  the  first  time  in 
March,  1983,  the  Greens  admit- 
ted that  several  top  party  of- 
ficials, including  a member  of 
the  Bundestag,  had  Nazi 
records.  Two  of  the  officials 
were  dismissed  but  the  others 
retained  their  positions  in  the 
party.

Sympathy  with  Palestinians 

While  the  Greens  do  not 
question  Israel’s  legitimacy  as  a 
nation,  they  give  the  clear  im- 
pression that  to  achieve  an 
understanding  with  the  Arabs 
the  Israelis  must  give  up  more 
than  just  the  occupied  Arab 
territories. 

The  typical  Green  attitude  is 
that  justice  must  be  done  to  the 
Palestinian  refugees  who  left 
the  territory  of  Israel  in  1948. 
They  are  unaware  of,  or  ignore, 
the  fate  of  Jewish  refugees  who 
formerly  lived  in  Arab 
countries. 

According  to  party 
spokesman  Heinz  Suhr,  the 
Greens  have  not  had  time  to 
debate  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict 
in  any  detail.  He  said  such  a 
debate  was  highly  desirable  and 
would  definitely  take  place 
sometime  in  the  future.  Suhr 
sharply  denied  that  the  Greens 
have  anti-Jewish  or  anti-Israel 


terrorist”  and  referred  to  “ter- 
rorist policies”  of  Israel  in 
south  Lebanon  which  alleged- 
ly include  random  arrests  and 
frequent  tortures  in  specially 
designated  concentration 
camps. 

This  secret  document,  which 
was  apparently  leaked  to  the 
press,  has  triggered  a sharp 
reaction  by  the  Israeli  Am- 
bassador, Yitzhak  Ben  Ari,  and 
has  touched  off  an  internal 
debate  between  the 
“hardliners”  and  “moderates” 
within  the  party.  A party 
spokesman  insisted  that  the 
document  was  a “mere  sugges- 
tion” that  was  never  approved. 
But  the  party  has  not  denied 
that  all  members  of  its  leading 
body  had  seen  the  “strategic 
paper”  and  had  failed  to  react. 

Juergen  Reents,  a Green  Par- 
ty member  of  the  Bundestag 
who  is  heading  a party  delega- 
tion to  four  Middle  East  coun- 
tries, said  in  a telephone  inter- 
view that  he  did  not  see  any 
reason  to  repudiate  the  authors 
of  the  document  since  the  par- 
ty did  not  officially  accept  it. 

The  present  trip  to  the 
Mideast  by  the  party’s  delega- 
tion, which  is  composed  of 
hardline  radical  elements,  is  a 
sign  that  this  faction  is  not 
pleased  by  the  earlier  trip  to 
Israel  last  July  by  the  more 
moderate  faction.  The  earlier 
delegation  was  headed  by  Otto 
Schilly,  a Bundestag  member 
who  has  won  a reputation  as  a 
pragmatist  and  a realist. 

While  Schilly  has  sharply 
criticized  Israeli  policies  he  has 
also  gone  out  of  his  way  to  de- 
nounce anti-Semitic  manifesta- 
tions in  his  party.  According  to 
him,  the  Green  Party  is  still 
organizationally  fluid  and  has 
not  yet  formally  and  sharply 
identified  its  political  position 
on  a number  of  issues,  in- 
cluding the  Mideast,  and  that 
some  who  identify  themselves 
as  Greens  have  gravely  damag- 
ed the  reputation  of  the  party.

Congress  Highlights 


The  National  Religious  Affairs  Department  of  Cana- 
dian Jewish  Congress  has  compiled  a new  national 
synagogue  directory. 

“This  is  the  most  complete  listing  we  have  ever  had,” 
said  Rabbi  Robert  Sternberg,  Director  of  Religious  Af- 
fairs for  Congress.  “The  last  listing  was  published  five 
years  ago  and  covered  only  synagogues  affiliated  with 
Congress.  The  new  listing  has  much  more  information 
on  every  synagogue  in  the  country.” 

Over  150  synagogues  are  listed  in  the  40-page  direc- 
tory. Synagogues  from  Hebrew  Congregation  in  St. 
John's,  Newfoundland  to  Congregation  Emanu-el  in  Vic- 
toria, British  Columbia  are  listed  with  an  amazing  array 
of  detail. 

The  directory  is  a demographer's  delight.  Aside  from 
names  and  addresses,  most  list  the  name  of  the  rabbi, 
the  denomination,  the  number  of  family  memberships, 
their  various  committees  and  whether  or  not  they  operate 
an  afternoon  school. 

Rabbi  Robert  Sternberg,  Director  of  Religious  Affairs 
for  Congress,  notes  “Conservative  congregations  are  a 
lot  stronger  than  they  appear.  Most  of  the  synagogues 
are  Orthodox  in  Canada,  but  the  biggest  synagogues,  ex- 
cept in  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  Halifax,  are  Conservative.” 


JTA  News 
in  Brief 


TEL  AVIV  — The  number  of  Israelis  who  favor  the 
speedy,  unconditional  withdrawal  of  the  Israel  Defence 
Force  from  Lebanon  is  growing  and  while  those  who 
favor  withdrawal,  but  only  under  certain  conditions,  re- 
main a majority,  their  numbers  have  declined  according 
to  a public  opinion  poll  published  recently. 

The  poll  showed  that  as  of  the  end  of  November,  19.1 
percent  of  the  respondents  favored  immediate,  uncondi- 
tional withdrawal  of  the  IDF,  up  from  12.7  percent  in 
October.  Another  10  percent  would  have  the  IDF 
withdraw,  but  only  if  it  is  replaced  by  the  Israel-backed 
South  Lebanon  Army  (SLA).  This  was  down  from  11.2 
percent  in  October. 

The  large  majority  of  Israelis,  62.6  percent,  indicated 
in  November  that  they  would  support  withdrawal  only 
after  suitable  security  arrangements  are  made  with  the 
Lebanese  government  and  other  involved  parties.  In  Oc- 
tober, they  had  constituted  64.1  percent  of  the 
respondents. 

The  number  of  Israelis  who  want  the  IDF  to  remain 
in  Lebanon  for  the  foreseeable  future  dropped  from  8.9 
percent  in  October  to  6.5  percent  at  the  end  of  November. 
The  poll  found  that  those  in  favor  of  withdrawal  are 
mainly  women,  the  children  of  European  and  American 
families  and  the  better  educated  and  more  affluent  sec- 
tors of  the  population. 


JERUSALEM  — The  Knesset  House  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Knesset  vote  to  restrict  the 
freedom  of  movement  that  Rabbi  Meir  Kahane,  leader 
of  the  extremist  Kach  party,  enjoys  as  part  of  his 
parliamentary  immunity. 

The  proposal  does  not  strip  Kahane  of  his  immunity. 
But  it  requires  the  Knesset  Speaker  to  hold  a secret  ballot 
within  24  hours  on  whether  or  not  to  limit  it. 

Kahane  has  announced  his  intention  to  visit  Arab 
villages  in  Israel  to  try  to  persuade  the  residents  to  leave 
Israel  voluntarily  and  to  prevail  on  Jewish  women  mar- 
ried to  Arabs  to  desert  their  husbands.  There  has  been 
a move  underway  in  the  Knesset  for  some  time  to  strip 
Kahane  of  his  immunity  so  that  he  may  be  prosecuted 
for  racist  agitation  against  Israel’s  Arab  citizens. 

Kahane  was  barred  by  police  several  months  ago  from 
entering  the  Arab  village  of  Umm  el-Fahm  where  large 
numbers  of  Jews  had  joined  Arab  villagers  in  a 
demonstration  to  keep  him  out.  The  police  said  at  the 
time  that  they  acted  because  Kahane’s  presence  would 
have  resulted  in  a clash  and  breach  of  peace.

TEL  AVIV  — Vultures,  the  winged  scavengers  of 
desert  regions,  may  be  un-loved  by  most  humans.  But 
Yaacov  Segal,  keeper  of  the  Tel  Aviv  University  zoo,  is 
not  one  of  them.  He  is  trying  to  arrange  a love-match 
between  two  of  the  creatures  in  the  hope  of  reversing  the 
near  extinction  of  a rare  species,  the  lappet-faced  vulture, 
a habitue  of  the  Negev. 

The  prospective  mates  are  a 33-year-old  vulture  nam- 
ed Rosa  and  a nine-year-old  male,  both  members  of  a 
breeding  group  at  the  university’s  Canadian  Center  for 
Ecological  Zoology. 

The  age  difference  apparently  is  no  problem.  But 
Segal's  presence  at  the  mating  is  essential.  He  has  cared 
for  Rosa  since  she  was  brought  to  the  zoo  as  a chick  and 
she  apparently  regards  him  as  her  “mate.”  Rosa  has  laid 
eggs  for  Segal.  But  a male  vulture  is  required  to  fertilize 
them. 

The  center’s  academic  supervisor,  Prof.  Heinrich 
Mendelssohn,  hopes  that  Segal  and  the  male  vulture  will 
induce  Rosa  to  produce  a chick.  If  she  does,  it  will  be 
the  first  lappet-faced  vulture  to  be  conceived  and  born 
in  captivity. 

The  lappet  is  a strong  predator,  with  powerful  curved 
bill,  sharp  claws  and  nine-foot  wingpsan.  Its  name  is 
derived  from  the  distinctive  skin  folds  (lappets)  on  its 
neck.  Once  a familiar  sight  in  the  Arava  valley  south  of 
the  Dead  Sea,  there  are  now  said  to  be  only  two  or  three 
of  the  birds  left  in  the  region.  Other  subspecies  are  found 
throughout  Africa  but  their  numbers  are  rapidly 
dwindling. 


PARIS  — A book  describing  the  arrest  and  deporta- 
tion to  death  camps  of  44  Jewish  children  when  Klaus 
Barbie  was  gestapo  chief  in  Lyon  will  be  part  of  the 
evidence  presented  against  the  Nazi  war  criminal  when 
he  goes  to  trial,  possibly  next  summer. 

The  book,  “The  Children  of  Izieu:  A Jewish  Tragedy,” 
was  compiled  by  lawyer  Serge  Klarsfeld  who,  with  his 
wife  Beate,  have  devoted  their  lives  to  tracking  down  war 
criminals  and  bringing  them  to  justice.  The  couple  was 
instrumental  in  prevailing  on  the  Bolivian  government  to 
expel  Barbie  a year  ago.  He  had  lived  in  Bolivia  for  some 
30  years  under  the  alias  Klaus  Altmann. 

Following  his  ouster  early  in  1983,  he  was  taken  into 
custody  by  the  French  authorities.  He  is  presently  con- 
fined to  the  Mont  Luc  Fort  prison  in  Lyon.

Deborah 

By  Esther  Krietman 

Virago  Paperback,  366  pages 


In  my  last  column  I review- 
ed Love  and  Exile,  three 
previously  published 

autobiographical  memoirs  by 
Isaac  Bashevis  Singer  with  a 
new  introduction,  In  the 
Beginning. 

While  Singer  mentions  his 
brother  Israel  Joshua  as  men- 
tor, the  two  of  them  struggling 
in  their  orthodox  parents’  home 
in  Poland  to  pursue  their 
literary  inclinations,  he  never 
speaks  of  his  sister,  Hindele,  as 
an  equal  who  shared  the  same 
literary  passions  and  interests. 
It  is  thought  that  Bashevis’ 
story  Yentl  is  based  on  his  sister 
Hindele  but  Barbara  Strei- 
sand’s movie  adaptation  tells  us 
more  about  Singer’s  sister  than 
/Singer  ever  cared  or  managed 
^to  tell  his  readers. 

Singer’s  fictional  women  are 
varied,  but  clearly  his  sister 
with  her  aspirations  belonging 
to  the  male  realm  was  doomed 
to  be  possessed  for  life  by  imps 
and  demons.  Letting  her  in- 
tellect take  precedence  over  her 
womanly  instincts  and  func- 
tions would  lead  her  to  certain 
doom.  But  after  reading  this 
novel  by  Singer’s  sister,  one 
wonders  if  she  was  unjustly 
sentenced. 

Deborah  is  fictionalized 
Hindele  Esther,  fictionalized  by 
Hindele  Esther  herself,  not  her 
brother  Isaac  Bashevis  or  her 
brother,  Israel  Joseph.  While 
she  uses  the  novel  form,  her  ef- 
fort clearly  falls  into  the 
category  of  memoir  and  hence 
we  learn  more  about  the  Singer 
family,  from  a third  writer’s 
point  of  view.  To  call  her 
outlook  particularly  female 
would  be  robbing  her  of  what 
she  managed  to  achieve,  the 
depiction  of  recreated  Jewish 
life  in  Poland  at  the  turn  of  the 
century. 

Born  in  1891  in  the  house  of 
her  maternal  grandfather,  the 
rabbi  of  Bilgorai,  she  like  her 
brothers  was  victim  of  the 
traditional  orthodox  division 
between  populist  Hasidism 
practised  by  her  father  and  the 
more  intellectual  Haskalic 
Judaism  practised  by  her 
mother’s  family.  Like  her 
brothers,  Hindele  Esther  read 
and  yearned  for  t-he  secular. 
She  shared  their  keen  interest  in 
observing  and  recording. 

With  intelligence  and  candor 
she  recreates  her  childhood 
years  leading  up  to  her  arrang- 
ed marriage  to  a Belgian  dia- 
mond cutter  from  Antwerp. 


However  she  is  in  love  with 
another  man,  a Jewish  socialist 
named  Simon  who  refuses  to 
return  her  love  because  she’s  a 
famous  rabbi’s  daughter. 
Simon  does  not  stop  here.  He 
thwarts  Deborah’s  only  chance 
of  freeing  herself  from  her 
roots  by  insisting  her  member- 
ship in  a Warsaw  Socialist  cell 
be  discontinued.  For  a good 
section  of  the  novel,  Deborah 
found  happiness  attending  the 
cell’s  meetings,  working  at  or- 
dinary jobs.  But  her  genuine 
love  of  romance  and  idealism  to 
which  she  looked  for 
deliverance  became  her  new 
chains  as  she  was  cut  off  from 
the  life  she  chose  to  live  by  the 
man  she  loved.  Her  husband 
takes  her  away  from  Poland  to 
a new  land  where  she  constant- 
ly daydreams  about  her  past: 
“What  a fool  she  was,  talking 
away  to  herself  and  pretending 
to  be  a Marxist  in  skirts.” 

In  Deborah  Either  Kreitman 
has  managed  to  speak  out  in 
spite  of  the  attempts  to  harness 
her  about  the  imbalance  bet- 
ween orthodox  Jewish  men  and 
women  in  Poland  at  the  turn  of 
the  century.  Deborah  was  first 
published  in  Yiddish  in  1936 
and  translated  by  Krietman's 
son,  Maurice  in  1946.  This  cur- 
rent paperback  adds  an  ironic 
postscript  to  the  brothers 
Singer.  Esther  Kreitman  was 
the  first  of  the  siblings  to  pick 
up  the  pen  to  write  stories,  all 
of  which  were  destroyed  before 
her  arranged  marriage!

Child  Abuse:  Your  Role

Recently  I had  the  opportunity  to  attend  a workshop 
on  Sexual  Abuse  of  Children  sponsored  by  the  Planned 
Parenthood  Federation  of  Canada.  Although  a difficult 
and  upsetting  subject,  it  is  one  which  cannot  and  must 
not  be  ignored.  Of  all  the  forms  of  child  abuse,  sexual 
abuse  is  perhaps  the  most  difficult  one  for  people  to  come 
to  terms  with. 

Some  disturbing  facts  about  a disturbing  topic:  Most 
sexual  abuse  seems  to  be  committed  by  parents,  relatives 
or  friends  of  the  family,  rather  than  by  strangers.  There 
has  been  much  attention  given  to  the  threat  to  our 
children  from  strangers.  As  a result,  we  are  becoming 
suspicious  — and  perhaps  over-teaching  our  children  to 
become  suspicious  — of  attention  and  kindness  shown 
by  “strangers”.  The  evidence  suggests,  however,  that  sex- 
ual abuse  most  often  takes  the  form  of  incest  and  occurs 
more  often  than  we  are  willing  to  acknowledge. 

There  is  no  easy  way  to  detect  sexual  abuse  of  children 
or  to  prevent  it.  Children  do  not  always  appear  to  be 
damaged  by  an  incestuous  relationship  and  they  rarely 
want  to  leave  home.  Typically  they  feel  responsible  for 
“allowing”  the  relationship  and,  as  a result,  the  poten- 
tial for  psychological  damage  is  enormous. 

“But  how  can  I tell  if  my  child  is  being  sexually  abus- 
ed?" you  may  well  be  asking  yourself.  The  indicators  may 
be  a dramatic  change  in  your  child’s  behaviour,  such  as 
withdrawal  or  aggression,  or  in  your  child’s  beginning 
to  act  out  sexually.  There  are  physical  symptoms  to  watch 
for,  such  as  irritation  or  soreness  of  the  genitals.  Any 
unusual  knowledge  or  vocabulary  on  the  part  of  your 
child  could  be  a symptom  as  well. 

It  is  critical  that  a child’s  disclosure  of  sexual  abuse 
be  handled  with  sensitivity,  as  negative  reactions,  in- 
cluding expressions  of  horror,  disbelief  or  blame,  can 
sometimes  be  as  damaging  to  the  child  as  the  act  itself. 

What  to  do  if  you  know  that  a child  has  been  abused 

Make  no  mistake:  Sexual  abuse  of  children  is  a crime. 
Withholding  information  about  sexual  abuse  is  also  a 
crime.  Immediate  help  is  available  — both  for  the  abuser 
and  the  abused  — from  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  and 
from  the  Child  Protection  Team  at  the  Children’s 
Hospital  of  Eastern  Ontario.  Victims  can  be  helped  to 
overcome  the  damage  done  them  through  sexual  abuse. 

For  most  of  you  the  more  pressing  issue  is  the  preven- 
tion of  this  traumatic  situation.  On  a global  and  family 
scale,  the  answer  lies  in  education.  Teach  your  children 
that  they  always  have  choices  where  their  bodies  are  con- 
cerned, that  they  do  have  the  power  to  say  no.  In  addi- 
tion, school  boards  are  incorporating  sexual  issues  — por- 
nography, responsible  sexuality,  sexual  abuse  — into  their 
curricula  and  are  training  their  teachers  to  respond  con- 
structively when  asked  to  deal  with  this  issue,  whether 
by  individual  students  or  in  a classroom. 

Basically,  however,  the  responsibility  of  educating  your 
child  is  yours.  It  is  also  your  legal  responsibility  to  report 
any  suspected  abuse  io  the  Children’s  Aid  Society. 
Remember  that  early  reporting  of  sexual  abuse  of  a child 
often  results  in  the  family  receiving  the  help  and  guidance 
needed  to  prevent  a major  crisis.  For  further  informa- 
tion on  this  or  other  issues  of  concern,  contact  us  at 
238-6351,  — confidentiality  is  assured.

QUALITY  CAMPING  FOR  30  YEARS 
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Attack  on  Jewish  Feminists  as 
‘Jezebels’  raises  mighty  protest

TORONTO,  (JTA)  — An  at- 
tack from  the  pulpit  on  Jewish 
feminists  as  “Jezebels”  given  to 
“self-worship”  as  "opposed  to 
worship  of  God”  has  raised  a 
storm  of  protest  in  the  Jewish 
community  and  brought  strong 
rejoinders  from  two  prominent 
Orthodox  women  who  are 
feminists. 

The  two,  Blu  Greenberg  of 
Riverdale,  N.Y.,  who  has  writ- 
ten extensively  on  Jewish 
religious  matters,  and  Norma 
Joseph,  who  teaches  at  a Mon- 
treal university,  were  named  by 
Rabbi  Immanuel  Schochet  in  a 
speech  to  some  300  persons  at 
Shaarei  Tefila  synagogue  here 
in  December. 

Schochet,  who  is  Orthodox 
with  leanings  toward  Hasidism 
and  teaches  philosophy  at  a 
community  college,  titled  his 
address:  “Jezebel  as  Rabbi  — 
Deforming  Religion  by 
Feminist  Reforms.”  It  was  an 
attack  on  demands  by  women 
to  participate  fully  in  Jewish 
religious  ritual  in  the  synagogue 
and  the  ordination  of  women  as 
rabbis. 

According  to  Schochet, 
halacha  (religious  law) 
specifically  excludes  female 
participation  in  certain  func- 
tions. “If  women  do  not  like 
this,  they  should  take  up  their 
case  with  God  directly  and  de- 


mand and  await  a new  revela- 
tion which  will  sanction  any 
changes,”  he  said. 

Schochet  denounced  reforms 
such  as  counting  women  for  the 
minyan  or  calling  women  to  the 
Torah  as  “not  only  a denial  of 
Jewish  tradition  but  a perver- 
sion of  common  sense.”  He 
went  on  to  say:  “The  modern 
Jezebels  that  we  criticize  are 
women  like  Blu  Greenberg  and 
Norma  Joseph.  In  their 
writings  and  talks  they  present 
themselves  as  members  of  the 
Orthodox  tradition  while 
simultaneously  denying  the 
authenticity  and  authority  of 
halacha...” 

The  dictionary  definition  of 
“Jezebel”,  the  wife  of  Ahab,  is 
a woman  “notorious  for  pro- 
fligacy, fanaticism  and  cruel- 
ty.” Schochet  provided  local 
newspapers  with  notes  from  his 
address. 

Greenberg  author  of  “On 
Women  and  Judaism  — a View 
from  Tradition,”  said  in  a 
telephone  interview  that 
halacha  is  not  etched  in  stone  as 
Schochet  implies.  “To  say  that 
halacha  was  developed 
throughout  the  last  three-and- 
a-half  millenia  and  Jewish 
tradition  developed  throughout 
three-and-a-half  millenia  is  not 
at  all  to  diminish  the  force  of 
centrality  and  revelation  of 
divinity.” 

If  Schochet  regards  feminism 


as  a contaminating  foreign 
body,  he  is  a poor  philosopher, 
she  said,  adding:  “I  define 
myself  as  an  Orthodox  Jew 
because  I observe  halacha  and 
am  part  of  this  community. 
There  is  a halachic  process  and 
what  I perceive  to  be  the  criteria 
is  to  bring  women  more  equal- 
ly into  it.” 

Joseph  said  Schochet’s  use  of 
her  name  was  “humiliating  and 
it  is  scandalous  for  him  to  say 
at  a public  forum  that  I don’t 
care  about  Jewish  law...I  don’t 
deny  halacha  at  all  but  I feel 
bound  by  it.  I care  deeply  about 
being  a Jew  and  the  Jewish 
community.  I’m  not  a 
‘Jezebel’.” 

Rabbi  Elyse  Goldstein,  assis- 
tant rabbi  at  Toronto’s  Reform 
Holy  Blossom  Temple,  said 
Schochet’s  sermon  title  offend- 
ed her  as  a woman,  a rabbi  and 
a Jew.  Shalom  Schachter,  a 
local  lawyer,  said  that  while 
Schochet  had  a right  to  express 
his  opinions,  “to  attach  this 
kind  of  label  and  eliminate  the 
legitimacy  of  the  alternate  point 
of  view  in  such  a harsh  way  is 
completely  uncalled  for.” 

Schochet  said  in  a later  inter- 
view that  he  used  the  term 
“Jezebel”  as  a “teaser”  and  a 
symbol  of  self-idolatrous  peo- 
ple who  put  their  own  ambi- 
tions above  everything  else.

A little  bit  of  Chanukah 
came  to  South  Hull  Elementary 
School  on  December  11,  and 
the  halls  were  permeated  with 
the  tantalizing  smell  of  potato 
latkes. 

The  occasion  was  a visit  to 
the  school  by  Beryl  Ben-Reuven 
and  Carole  Starkman, 
representatives  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre’s  outreach 
library,  the  Educational 
Resource  Centre. 

The  ERC,  located  at  881 
Broadview,  has  made  available 
Learners  Boxes  which  contain 
pertinent  information  on 
Judaism  and  specific  Jewish 
holidays  for  use  by  all  area 
schools  and  the  general  public. 
For  Chanukah  the  boxes  con- 
tained a dreidle,  chanukia  and 
candles,  an  outline  of  the  story 
of  Chanukah,  as  well  as  follow- 
up activities  for  use  by  teachers. 

In  each  of  the  12  classes  the 
team  visited.  Beryl  “warmed 
up”  the  students  by  teaching 


them  the  meaning  of  the  world 
shalom , then  with  Carole  she 
told  them  the  story  of 
Chanukah.  Each  class  was 
shown  how  to  light  a menorah, 
the  significance  of  the  dreidle, 
and  the  words  and  music  to  a 
dreidle  song.  Following  the 
educational  portion  of  the  visit, 
the  students  devoured  potato 
latkes  donated  by  Jack  and 
David  Smith  of  thc  Melting  Pot 
and  Jack  Edelson  of  Edelson 
Catering. 

The  280  Grade  2 to  6 
students  are  bused  to  the  school 
from  the  Aylmer  and  Luskville 
area  of  Quebec  and  only  three 
are  Jewish.  This  is  the  second 
year  the  women  have  spoken  to 
the  classes. 

The  students  were  en- 
thusiastic about  the  visit  and 
questions  about  Chanukah 
often  generated  more  questions 
about  Judaism,  other  Jewish 
holidays  and  Israel.  The  visit 
was  informative  but  also  instill- 
ed a sense  of  pride  in  the  hand- 


ful of  Jewish  students. 

Following  one  of  the  ses- 
sions, as  the  students  were  leav- 
ing the  classroom,  one  little  girl 
approached  Beryl  and  proudly 
proclaimed,  “You  know,  I’m 
Jewish”. 

The  driving  force  behind  the 
creation  of  the  Learners  Boxes 
is  Beryl  Ben-Reuven,  a recent 
newcomer  to  Ottawa,  who 
brought  her  idea  to  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Jewish 
Women  two  years  ago.  That 
organization,  in  conjunction 
with  the  ERC,  set  up  what  has 
become  a highly  successful  pro- 
gram. Learners  Boxes  are  cur- 
rently in  great  demand  by  both 
Carleton  and  Ottawa  School 
Boards. 

Mrs.  Ben-Reuven  and  Mrs. 
Starkman  visited  the  South 
Hull  School,  which  is  part  of 
the  Quebec  Protestant  Regional 
School  Board,  at  the  invitation 
of  school  Principal  Barbara 
Cohen.

Books  in  Brief

By  Yehuda  Amichai 

In  this  collection  of  short 
stories,  the  well-known 
Israeli  poet,  Yehuda 
Amichai,  deals  primarily 
with  the  existential  dilemna 
of  life  and  death.  The  ques- 
tion asked  is  whether  either 
condition  has  any  meaning. 

To  convey  this  theme, 
Amichai  employs  many 
poetic  techniques  (such  as 
the  use  of  vivid  metaphors) 
which  serve  to  enliven  the 
narrative  and  deepen  its 
emotional  impact.  Plot  and 
characterization  are  only 
briefly  outlined.  Feeling  and 
meaning  are  conveyed 
through  imagery. 

Primarily,  in  these  stories 
Amichai  delineates  the  irony 
of  life,  wherein  death  is  con- 
stantly present.  In  this  con- 
text, man’s  preoccupations, 
love  and  war,  become 
meaningless. 

These  stories  then,  em- 
phasize the  acute  problems 
of  man’s  perennial 
condition.

First  Concert  of  the  Israeli 
Philharmonic  — January  7,  1936 

In  spite  of  the  hard  times  of  early  life  in  Israel,  Jews  found 
the  opportunity  to  organize  one  of  the  Finest  instrumental 
ensembles  in  the  world.  The  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestra.  It  has 
maintained,  to  this  day,  a tradition  of  playing  with  the  most 
celebrated  conductors  and  soloists  and  has  toured  extensively 
overseas.  In  Israel  it  has  approximately  40,000  subscribers. 

Contemporary  Israeli  music  is  strongly  influenced  by  eastern 
themes  as  well  as  by  western  rhythms.  This  cultural  diversity 
creates  a new  integration.  Performances  of  high  quality  are  not 
only  given  in  Tel-Aviv.  They  are  also  being  given  in  small  towns 
and  kibbutzim  around  the  country,  from  Kiryat  Shmona  in  the 
north  to  Elat  in  the  south. 

The  organization  that  is  chiefly  responsible  for  this  project  is 
a public  corporation  called  Omanut  La’Am  (Art  for  People) 
founded  in  1973.  Omanut  La’Am  is  helping  to  achieve  some  im- 
portant national  goals:  to  ensure  that  people  who  are  accustom- 
ed to  a high  standard  of  art  and  culture  would  continue  to  receive 
this  if  they  settled  in  outlying  development  towns;  and  to  en- 
courage the  creation  of  a unified  Israeli  nation  by  helping  the 
diverse  ethnic  groups  to  understand  themselves  and  each  other 
through  the  use  of  theatre,  art  and  music. 

A novel  concept  recently  attempted  by  Omanut  La’Am  is  the 
Cafe  Concert  which  has  also  been  held  at  kibbutzim.  In  the  Cafe 
Concert,  a small  audience  sits  at  tables  around  the  musicians  which 
brings  it  into  much  closer  contact  with  the  musical  experience. 

The  success  of  Omanut  La’Am  is  evident  and  well-known  in 
Israel  and  contributes  actively  to  the  development  of  Israeli 
cultural  life. 


The  world  famous  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestra  is  a regular  per- 
former at  Caesarea’s  renovated  roman  amphitheatre.

Weight  training  is  a popular  fitness  training  method.  The  term 
weight  training  however,  does  not  always  mean  the  same  thing 
to  everyone. 

Training  with  weights  implies  that  the  individual  performs  a 
number  of  voluntary  muscular  contractions  against  a certain 
resistance.  Resistance  may  be  provided  by  the  person’s  own  body 
weight  (e.g.  pushups);  by  free  weights  (dumb  bells,  or  bar  bells); 
or  some  form  of  pulley  system  (Universal  machines,  for  exam- 
ple). The  one  common  principle  involved  in  weight  training  is  that 
the  muscle  is  made  to  work  harder  than  it  normally  would. 
However,  there  are  a number  of  different  types  of  weight  training. 

Bodybuilders  usually  train  to  develop  bulk  (the  large  bulging 
muscles  that  win  Mr.  Something  or  other  titles). 

Weightlifters  on  the  other  hand  train  to  develop  strength, 
technique,  speed  and  ability.  A third  form  of  weight  training  is 
undertaken  by  the  athlete  who  develops  certain  muscle  groups  in 
order  to  perform  better  in  sport.  Basketball  players  for  example 
may  concentrate  on  strengthening  the  leg  muscles  to  improve  jum- 
ping ability.  A fourth  type  of  weight  training  is  undertaken  by 
the  individual  who  simply  wishes  to  maintain  a certain  degree  of 
muscle  tone.  He  may  not  develop  large  muscles,  but  his 
musculature  will  be  strong,  flexible,  and  injury  resistant. 

These  then,  are  the  basics  of  weight  training.  The  first  step  in 
undertaking  a weigh)  training  program  is  to  determine  what  the 
goals  are:  strength,  bulk  or  tone.  The  training  program  will  dif- 
fer depending  upon  the  specific  goal  desired. 

For  most  of  us,  Mr.  Universe  type  muscles,  or  the  ability  to 
lift  400  lbs.  over  our  heads  is  not  the  issue.  What  is  important 
is  that  our  muscles  are  fit:  strong,  firm,  and  injury  resistant.  We 
should  recall  that  in  any  physical  fitness  program,  the  main  prin- 
ciples are  frequency,  intensity  and  duration.  With  weight  train- 
ing, three  additional  principles  are  important:  number  of  repeti- 
tions, number  of  sets  and  the  amount  of  weight  used.  To  develop 
muscular  fitness,  heavy  weights  are  not  required.  Indeed,  many 
exercises  can  be  performed  using  only  the  exerciser’s  body  weight. 
The  use  of  light  weights,  however,  adds  more  variety  to  the  train- 
ing program.  A general  guideline  for  the  various  types  of  weight 
training  programs  is  as  follows: 

Strength  Body 

Muscle  toning/conditioning  training  building 

Weight:  light  heavy  heavy 

♦Repetitions:  many  (20-30)  low  (2-6)  med.  (6-10) 

♦Number  of  sets:  low  (1-2)  low  (1-2)  high  (3-6) 

“Repetitions”  refer  to  the  number  of  times  the  weight  is  lifted 
in  one  exercise  bout;  “sets”  refer  to  the  number  of  exercise  bouts 
using  the  same  muscle  group. 

These  are  only  general  guidelines.  It  is  possible  to  mix  the 
various  methods  to  develop  individualized  programs.  Further- 
more. there  is  some  overlap  between  the  methods.  In  training  for 
muscle  toning  for  example,  strength  is  also  improved;  in  strength 
training  or  body  building,  a certain  amount  of  muscle  tone  is 
developed.  In  order  to  train  efficiently  however,  goals  of  the  pro- 
gram must  be  identified. 

Additional  tips 

•If  possible,  always  work  with  a partner.  Some  exercises 
especially  those  using  heavy  weights  should  be  only  done  with  a 
spotter. 

*Warm-up  adequately:  stretch,  and  use  a much  lighter  weight 
for  the  first  set. 

•Lift  the  weights  smoothly  and  rhythmically  throughout  the 
entire  range  of  motion.  Avoid  swinging  or  “throwing”  the  weight 
into  the  lift.  The  aim  of  the  exercise  is  muscle  development,  the 
lilt  itself  is  a means  to  accomplish  this  aim.  Concentrate  on 
technique. 

•Warm-down  by  stretching  the  muscle  groups  worked 

•Women  do  not  generally  run  the  risk  of  developing  bulging 
muscles.  Weight  training  is  a viable  fitness  training  method  for 
you  also. 

Next  issue  we  discuss  a very  important  but  often  overlooked 
aspect  of  fitness:  flexibility.

A Press  Release 

Can  you  believe  it?  Solly  Patrontasch  (you  may 
remember  him  from  the  preceding  item)  sent  me  a press 
release  announcing  a proposed  poll  to  determine  a prefer- 
red format  for  the  1985  season.  (I  wonder  who  else  got 
the  release  — the  Journal  de  Montreal?) 

The  four  formats  run  roughly  as  follows: 

Format  1:  Last  year’s  three  top  “B”  division  teams  join 
the  “A”  division  and  there  are  two  distinct  leagues  of 
seven  “A”  and  six  “B”  teams. 

Format  2:  Three  divisions  are  created,  with  Division  “C” 
purely  recreational  and  adding  three  new  teams.  “A”  and

Format  3:  There  is  a total  open  draft  of  all  last  year’s 
players  and  any  new  registrants.

There  are  approximately  4,328,416  other  potential  for- 
mats, but  the  four  suggested  here  are  the  referred  options. 
Watch  this  space  for  further  details  on  the  poll.

League  outraged 
by  magazine  ad 

“Outrageous”  was  the 
response  by  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of  B’nai 
B’rith  to  British  Airways 
elimination  — by  hand,  in  more 
than  a quarter  of  a million 
copies  of  the  airline’s  magazine 
— of  references  to  Israel  in  a 
Sheraton  Hotel  ad. 

The  ad,  as  originally 
presented  by  the  Sheraton  Cor- 
poration. consisted  of  a 
photograph  of  Jerusalem  with 
the  words  “Come  to  Israel’’ 
beneath  it  and  a photograph  of 
the  Sheraton  Hotel  in 
Jerusalem  with  the  following 
description  of  its  location: 
“The  dramatic  setting  of  the 
King  Solomon  Sheraton,  a 
short  stroll  from  the  historic 
Old  City.’’  The  words  “Come 
to  Israel”  and  the  descriptive 
sentence  were  taped  over  in  the 
magazines  by  British  Airways 
because,  the  airline  said,  there 
is  a view  that  Jerusalem  is  not 
in  Israel  and  BA’s  politics  is  to 
remain  neutral.

Orthodox  marriage 
discussed  at  seminar 


N’Shei  Chabad  of  Ottawa 
recently  presented  Mrs.  Bronya 
Shaffer,  of  New  York,  speak- 
ing in  conjunction  with  the  In- 
ternational Month  of  Jewish 
Marriage. 

Mrs.  Shaffer,  part-time 
therapist  and  community 
worker  and  full-time  wife  and 
mother  of  six,  discussed  the 
state  of  the  contemporary  Or- 
thodox Jewish  Marriage.  In 
allowing  that  women  should 
develop  their  every  potential, 
she  also  stressed  the  role  of  the 
woman  as  the  ‘akeret  habayit', 
literally  the  foundation  of  the 
home;  as  the  one  who  sets  the 
spiritual  temper  of  the 
household.  She  pointed  out 
that  the  woman’s  mitzvah  of 
Shabbat  candlelighting  is  both 
symbolic  of  and  essential  to  the 
peacefulness  and  joy  that  per- 
vades the  Jewish  home. 

In  discussing  taharat 
hamishpacha,  on  the  laws  of 
Jewish  family  purity,  she 
observed  how  ideas  can  change 
radically  over  time.  In  a group 
of  New  York  Jewish  feminists, 
the  attitude  toward  the  laws  of 
Mikvah  has  evolved  from  ig- 
norance through  distaste  to 


strong  approval;  mikveh  is  now 
considered  by  them  to  be  the 
“ultimate  feminist  experience,” 
Mrs.  Shaffer  says. 

In  closing,  Mrs.  Shaffer  gave 
guidelines  stemming  from 
Jewish  tradition  (Talmud)  for 
ensuring  “Shalom  Bayit"  or 
peace  in  the  home.  She  said, 
“the  wife  must  view  her  hus- 
band as  if  he  were  her  king” 
and  “the  husband  must  honour 
his  wife  more  than  himself.” 
This  thoughtful  strategy, 
though  ancient  in  origin,  would 
seem  to  apply  well  to  today’s 
couple.

Two  summer  programs 
offered  at  Weizmann 


The  Weizmann  Institute  of 
Science  in  Rehovot,  Israel,  is 
offering  two  summer  programs 
which  will  provide  serious 
science  students  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  alongside  top 
Weizmann  Institute  researchers 
as  well  as  to  learn  something 
about  life  in  Israel. 

The  International  Summer 
Science  Institute,  open  to 
students  who  will  have 
graduated  from  high  school  by 
June,  1985,  allows  some  75 
outstanding  science  oriented 
students  from  Europe,  North 
America  and  Israel,  to  focus  on 
current  research  topics  working 
with  sophisticated  scientific  in- 
stumentation.  Laboratory  work 
is  supplemented  with  lectures 
given  by  senior  Institute  scien- 
tists. Up  to  five  Canadian 
students  will  be  selected  from 
those  applying.

$1250.00  U.S.  per  participant. 
This  includes  room  and  board, 
tuition  and  tours,  but  does  not 
include  air  fare  to  and  from 
Israel. 

The  Karyn  Kupcinet  Interna- 
tional Science  School  gives 


senior  and  graduate  students  in 
the  exact  and  natural  sciences 
the  opportunity  to  take  part  in 
a research  program  in  his  or  her 
field  of  interest. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  pro- 
gram the  candidate  must  give 
evidence  of  a serious  interest  in 
research  (previous  experience  is 
an  advantage),  and  be  prepared 
to  work  at  least  10  weeks. 

Last  summer,  Allan 
Honigman,  son  of  Louis  and 
Henny  Honigman,  was  the  first 
Ottawan  to  participate  in  this 
program. 

The  stipend  given  is  suffi- 
cient to  cover  food,  lodging  and 
some  pocket  money,  with  a 
monthly  allowance  which  may 
be  increased  if  there  is  a signifi- 
cant rise  in  the  cos',  of  living.
